REMOVING BROKEN GLASS 


FROM HIGHWAYS URGED 


Legislation making it the duty of 


every motorist to remove broken 
glass from the highway immediately 
after an accident has been suggest- 
ed by an Auto club member as a 
means of reducing the tire menace. 


In writing of the club's highway 


patrol service, which removes glass 
from the roads as one of its duties, 
this member declares that he is for- 
ever suffering punctures and cuts on 
his tires because of the glass left 
by someone else. In recently making 
a trip some twenty blocks in a busi- 
ness district he encountered three 
places where glass was scattered 
about the roadway. 


The motoring organization has a 


special broken glass patrol which is 
especially designed to pick up broken 
glass and other tire hazards, but ob- 
viously much escapes the vigilance 
of this patrol so that the member 
offered the suggestion that a law be 
enacted to cause drivers to remove 
broken glass when they crush.

It 
would be difficult to conceive a greater honor coming to a 
volunteer soldier. He made good in a most surprising way. 
He sold the American Legion to portions of the American 
public that had been uninterested up to that time. 


His power lies in his natural manner, plus the romance 


attached to the western plains. There is a breadth to him, 
as there is breadth to those illimitable acres of his father. 


After the war it was discovered that he was a Republican, 


and just as he had displayed a natural leadership on the plains 
and in the war, he became a leader by universal consent -in 
the political arena. His latest achievement was that of lead- 
ing the California contingent at the Republican convention 
in Kansas City in a real and spontaneous outburst for Her- 
bert Hoover, a demonstration that swept that staid body off 
its feet, and was the outstanding occurrence of an otherwise 
rather humdrum affair. 
Old newspapermen, somewhat in- 


ured to political claque, wrote afterward that John Quinn's 
act on the floor of that convention was like a fine, fresh wind 
from the plains of his homeland.

It is~&ot presd-eflEe that leads to the 
statement that John Quinn will hold high offices at the behest 
of the American voter. He is the kind of man we need in 
public office. 


Law a Boomerang— 


(Redlands Facts): A lot of school teachers are losing 


their position, due to the "tenure law" passed by the legis- 
lature, which provides that all persons employed in any school 
district for three consecutive years and who are elected for 
the fourth year, become permanent teachers, with right to 
continue on" the job indefinitely unless guilty of certain of- 
fenses, and then can be discharged only after filing charges 
and public trial. The law was passed after several strenuous 
efforts by the school teachers' lobby during as many sessions 
of the legislature. But it seems to be working in an unex- 
pected way. Trustees are displaying real backbone in the 
matter and teachers are being "fired" indiscriminately, in- 
stead of being allowed to take a permanent status. The law 
is bad. It should be repealed. Possibly there is some modi- 
fied form of civil service which might be inculcated into the 
law, 
without detriment to the school. But the tenure law 


as now in effect will cost many a good teacher her job. No 
school trustee with any regard for his responsibility will 
allow himself to be caught with a group of permanent 
teachers.

The Covina Argus, $2 a year—and Worth It 


When the throttle of the first of 


eight new electric generating tur- 
bines at the Long Beach steam plant 
of the Southern California Edison 
company was opened Tuesday by S. 
L. Shuffleton, vice-president of Stone 
and Webster, Inc., 125,000 horse- 
power of electric energy was dedi- 
cated to the service of central and 
southern California. Shuffleton, who 
has been in charge of engineering 
and erection at the Long Beach plant 
for the past three years, is a veteran 
in the field of tpower plant construc- 
tion. He is in full charge of the 
Pacific coast division of construction 
and engineering for Stone and Web- 
ster, Inc. 
Work was began on this first 
rocortl-breaWng unit late 1x^1937 and 
has been brought to a conclusion 
about sixty days ahead of the orig- 
inal schedule. These eight units will, 
it is estimated, cost in excess of 
$100,000,000 and will require a force 
of men numbering between six and 
eight hundred continuously for the 
next eight or ten years. 


Vast, quantities of local materials 


were used in the construction of this 
unit. 
In the construction of the 


building housing this first unit, more 
than 3000 tons of structural and re- 
inforcing steel were used, all of 
which was purchased in southern 
California. 
Within the plant itself 


all of the pipes and fittings were pur- 
chased locally. 


While no exhaustive tests have yet 


been made of the efficiencies of the 
new unit, those which have been 
made indicate that this turbine will 
be capable of delivering in excess of 
480 kilowatt hours per barrel of oil. 
The first units installed in the orig- 
inal Long Beach steam plant in 1912 
generated 240 kilowatt hours per 
barrel of oil.

Supervisors Accept 


Valley Paving Bids 


Tho bids for the widening and 


p;ivin£ of Vnlloy boulevard from 
Ivnr street rast to Rio Hondo ave- 
nue, Eoseinond, were opened Mon- 
day by the bonrd of supervisors. 
As the bids were on various phases 
of the work, it was necessary to 
have them cheeked over in order to 
ascertain the lowest offer. 


On Wednesday the board decided 


that J. E. Haddock of Pasadena was 
low bidder on the entire job, his 
figures totaling $47,800. 


The improvement consists of wid- 


ening the boulevard to one hundred 
feet and paving two strips of 20 feet 
in width each with compressed con- 
crete on a 8-6-8 inches basis. Curbs 
will also be put in and the width of 
the paving between curbs will be 70 
feet, including 2-foot gutters. The 
price on the paving proper was 20c 
per square foot. 


When 
these strips are in the 


county will pave the 30-foot center 
with uniform materials, but this will 
be a cash job wholly paid from the 
country road fund. 


It is estimated that the work of 


paving will take about 60 days, and 
during this time the boulevard will 
bo open for traffic along the center 
and the side not being paved. 


The work of taking out the big 


trees along the roadside will begin 
early in July, and it is anticipated 
that the actual paving will be in 
full swing by August 1st. 


Profit in Bees 


and Fruit, Says 


Covina Grower 


Jess S. Hepner, who lifted his first 


boo hive when he was only 14 years 
old, 
and who is still one of the 


ypunger bee men of the state, has, 
after twelve years, become one of 
the most successful honey producers 
in southern California. Recently, he 
has brought to this community the 
San Francisco honey exhibit's sweep- 
stakes honor for .1928, his honey hav- 
ing been adjudged the best in color, 
flavor, body, and cleanliness. 


Mr. Hepner has a five-acre orange 


grove in connection with his bee 
farm, and while he finds the or- 
anges a good venture for their own 
sake, he says his bees bring in even 
more money. 
He declares that his 


colonies 
during the past 
twelve 


years, have'averaged ninety pounds 
of honey, his best mark having been 
200 pounds. This year he will mar- 
ket the produce of 505 colonies. 


When the orange blossom nectar 


yield is over, Mr. Hepner loads his 
colonies on trucks, eighty to a truck, 
and transports them to the Victor- 
ville district for a season on buck- 
wheat bloom. Last year they spent 
some time at G/irard, working on 
sage. 


The extracting is done at the homo 


ranch, and a good part of the orange 
honey is put up in fancy orange- 
shaped containers.

aeliiovcmant. But nevertheless the 
ambition and love for music still 
lurked in his mind. If he could only 
find some way of achieving pianistic 
accomplishment without the neces- 
sity of devoting the many hours of 
practice each dayl That became a 
dominant thought with him. He 
knew how to read the jiptes of the 
music. That was fairly easy—was 
learned in the first few years of 
training. Then why was it necessary 
to spend so many hours at the piano 
to be able to play those pieces bril- 
liantly, swiftly and surely. What 
was necessary to acquire the ability 
to bring forth pleasing tonal quali- 
ties, to play with expression, etc.? 
In inquiring as to whether usual 
methods were not wasting much 
time, -whether playing the piano 
were not much simpler than ordinar- 
ily conceived to be, whether most of 
the drudgery could not be removed, 
ancl whether the years of tedious 
practice ordinarily required could be 
materially lessened, he came upon 
several situations which stimulated 
his belief that these things could be 
accomplished and which set him upon 
the search for the solution of the 
difficulty. 


One day as he was br'ousing about 


in an old bookstore he came upon an 
old volume, carelessly thrown aside 
as if forgotten. Digging it out ancl 
glancing through the pages, he no- 
ticed an article written by a man 
who was a personal friend of the 
great Franz Liszt, who was without 
question the greatest pia'nist who 
has ever lived. 


Liszt was capable of rendering 


•with apparent ease selections of such 
difficulty that listeners were astound 
ed. Buns of tremendous speed, no-n 
in delicate nuances of liquid pearl} 
tones, then rounding into tones o: 
almost unbelievable power that were 
impossible for the other great pian 
iets of the day to accomplish. Trill 
arpeggios, chords, difficult note com 
binations that offer great obstacle 
to the ordinary pianist were as sim- 
ple to the great Liszt as ordinary 
walking is to the average man.

ano practice methods were slow be

SPRAYING INCREASES TOR 
USE IN PEST CONTROL 


Spraying operations to date this 


year are greatly in excess of last 
season, according to the report of 
the horticultural commissioner's of- 
fice of Los Angeles county. 
The 


favorable conditions for red spider 
and aphis are believed to bo prin- 
cipally responsible for this increase. 


Reports over a period of years 


show that spraying is steadily in- 
creasing as a method of pest control. 
Until the introduction of the new 
type oil sprays about six years ago, 
fumigation 
was the only popular 


method of combating citrus pests.

CLOSED AREAS ARE 


SPECIFIED IN MOUNTAINS 


The last and most drastic lire pre- 


vention measure in the San Bernar- 
dino national forest became effective 
June 15, when the south mountain 
slope from Cucamonga to Mill creek 
will be closed to the public use, 
Supervisor S. A. Nash-Bouldcn an- 
nounces. 


This moans that a general closure 


will embrace the vast brush-covered 
area, comprising thousands of acres, 
except at regular public highways or 
existing habitations. 
The measure 


will in no way interfere with traffic, 
in to mountain points. 


When this measure becomes effec- 


tive the final step will have been 
taken by the federal forest service 
to minimize the fire hazard, and the 
rust will be up to the public. Mr. 
Nash-Boulden issued an appeal to 
the general public to cooperate to 
the utmost with government and 
county officials in an attempt to 
keep the fire loss this year to its 
lowest possible level. 


Most of the government's fire pre- 


vention regulations went into effect 
in May. 
It was then that federal 


and county officials began cnforce- 
nont of the no-smoking rule in moun- 
:ain 
districts, and promiscuous camp- 


ing in the San Bernardino mountains 
was banned. 


Special efforts will bo exerted this 


ear to enforce the regulation requir- 
ing every camping party visiting the 
mountains to be equipped with a 
hovel and an ax for each automobile 
or pack animal. 
Campers entering 


the mountains without these tools 
are being required to obtain them. 
This, of course, does not apply to 
those traveling to 'resorts or cabins.

proper filling of kernels, according 
to M. H. Kimball, assistant farm ad- 
visor in Los Angeles county. 
Some 


groves are being irrigated now for 
the first time this year. 
Groves 


which have had one irrigation this 
spring have been found in much bet- 
ter condition from a standpoint of 
soil moisture than tho.se which have 
not been irrigated. 
Several exam- 


inations have been made recently 
showing that unirrigated groves are 
almost powdery dry down as far as 
tho soil tube will reach. 
This does 


not look very favorable to the fill- 
ing of kernels or sizing of nuts in 
those groves. 


On the other hand, the application 


of too much water is unnecessary. 
The average soil will be wetted from 
7 to 12 inches deep with each acre 
inch of water applied. 
Taking an 


average of 10 inches wot .soil per 
acre inch of irrigation water, the 
application of 10 acres inches per 
acre should wet fairly heavy soil 
down 8 feet deep.
